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-GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE. 


- 


Fellow-Citizens of the Council and House of Representatives : 


Tn conformity with the practice adopted at each annual meeting of 
the Legislature, it has become my duty as acting Governor to communi- 
cate to you jnformation upon the present condition of our Territory, and 
to recommend such measures as I may deem expedient for your action. 

But a few years have elapsed—not more than nine years—since the 
‘interior of our Territory was known only to the trapper aud the. tonrist. 
Although unrivaled in the magnificence of its scenery, it was believed to 
be almost wholly uninhabitable, and valueless for the purposes of agri- 
culture. 

How great has been the change; our inhabitants are now numbered 
by thousands. In proportion to area, Washington ‘Territory, west of the 
Cascade mountains, contains ag much good arable land as auy other por- 
tion of our country, west of the Missouri river. The soil is of remarka- 
ble fertility, aad all the cereals, fruits, and vegetables, common to a tem- 
perste climate, thrive well. In no other portion of the country can stock 
raising and wool growing be so ‘profitably followed. As a lumbering 
region the shores of Puget Sound are known throughout the world, Our 
fisheries are the hest on the Pacific coast, and coal of superior quality is 
found in great abundance. 

Tn addition to these inexhanstible sources of wealth the Territory is 
known to be rich in the precious metals. Duriag the past summer new 
gold diggings have been commenced on the Wenatchee and Clear-water 
rivers, tributaries of the Columbia, and in the valleys of the Similkameen: 
and Okanagan; and from the reports of the different surveying and pros- 
pecting parties, there can be no doubt of the existence of gold in large 
quantities, on all the rivers and streams east of the Cascade mountains. 
Traces of gold have also been found afbng the route of the Fort Benton 
and Walla Walla road, on the Big Blackfoot river, and Flint and Be- 
neizé creeks, ; 

I regret fo inform you that in the month of September last a party 
of immigrants was attacked by a band of the Snake Indians i in the vicin- 
. ity of Salmon Falls of the Snake river, and several of their number killed. 
Happily, the first ramors that reached this place as to the number slain 
are proved to have been much exaggerated. Immediately upon receiving 
the report of the massucte, Colonel Wright, commanding the Department - 
of Oregon, dispatched one hundred mounted men with orders to proceast 


re i 
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along the emigrant route for the rescue of. the survivors, wid- the punish- 
ment of the Indians. Colonel Wright, in.a letter addressed to me under 
date of October 20th, expresses the opinion “thas no new accession of ` 
“danger to the settlements or immigration need be apprehended from these 
‘Indians, They have always been a plundering and maranding collection 
of bands, without however the disposition to attack parties capable of 

resistance.” The Colonel informs me that in the Spring an expedition 
Will be fitted out to carry on the war paninet these savages actively and 
vigorously, 

The feeling of insecurity naturally created by thesé repeated attacks 
cannot fail to retard overland immigration, upon which we must mainly 
depend for any large accession to ourpopulation. ‘Thus the vital interests 
of the Territory are at stake and it becomes our daty again to call upon 
the general government for the inimediate adoption of measures for the 
permanent protection of the emigrant routes, 


In a dispatch ta General Scott, dated 10th October, 1860, Colonel 
Wright says; “From the nature and extent of the country through 
which the immigrauts have to pass, it will be some years before they can 
do so without military escorts; stationing posts, alone, will not accom- 
plish the end. A post has been reconmended.and ordered by the Secre- 
tary of War to be placed somewhere in the Boisé region. It will be ser- 
viceable for various reasons, but will not dispense with the necessity of 
moving columns, Troops must travel with the immigration from the time 
of -their leaving the Salt Lake country until they reach the settlements, 
Tf it were announced that military escorts would leave Utah about tho - 
15th of July and 15th of August annually, to meet escorts from Walla 
‘Walla, or the new post when established, about the 15th of. August and 
15th of September, it is believed that all who desired it could easily avail 
themselves of sach opportunities to travel in safety, and thus | the yearly 
immigration be perfectly protected.” - l 


Concurring fally in the foregoing views of the Colonel corpaadlng, 
I would respectfully recommend that his suggestions be embodied in the 
form of a memorial to the War Department, and that Congress'be asked’ 
to appropriate the money that will be required for the, transportation of 
supplies, and other expenses incident to this service. 7 


As a further protection to immigration, I. would call your attention, 
to the necessity for the establishment of a military post at Fort Boisé.—. 
The selection of that site, in obedience to an order from the Secretary of 
War, directing the establishment of a post there, was deferred by his ap- 
“proval, in order that better knowledge on the subject of the most elegible 
immigrant route from the south-east point of the Territory into the settle- 
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ments, should have been obtained by explorations, Exploring parties were 
sent out, but the hostility of the Snakes caused the junction of the parties 
for the purposes of a campaign. It is estimated by the Colonel command- 
ing this department, that $150,000 will be necessary for building a post. 
of five companies at Fort Boisé, and I recommend that Congress be asked 
to make the necessary appropriation. 


Among the appropriations of greatest importance to the Territory, are 
those for the construction of military roads. ` In addition to the facilities 
afforded for travel and communication, these roads present great induce- 
ments for settlement, and soon every acre thronghout their entire length 
is brought under cultivation. Their importance jn a military point of 
view, is known and appreciated by the War Department. 


_ It affords me much pleasure to state, that the military road from Fort 
Benton to Walla Walla, is now so far completed’ as to allow the passage 
of wagons over the entire route. On the 4th of October last, a military 
comnisnd, under Major Blake, arrived from Fort Benton by this road, 
making the trip in fifty-seven days. I am,informed by Lieut. Mullan, the 
able and energetic officer in charge of the construction of this road, that, 
- with the work of two seasoss more, it will be completed. In connection 
with this.road, I would call your- attention to that proposed by Lieut. 
Mallan, from Fort Laramie to the Deer Lodge valley. Captain Rey- 
nolds, under instructions from the War Department, made an exploration 
of a portion of this line during the past sammer, and it is reported that 
it traverses an eminently easy -and beautiful region. If opened, it will 
shorten the present emigrant route several hundred miles, enabling the 
emigrants to reach their new homes ot un early season. I would suggest 
that the War Department be memorialized to direct an examination of 
this route. 


It is of great importance that a direct communication be opened be- 
tween Paget Sound and Walla Walla, to connect with the road from the 
latter pointto Fort Benton. By act of Congress, approved January 7, 1853 
. $20,000 were appropriated for the construction of a military road from 
Steilacoom, on Puget Sound, to Fort Walla.Walla. This sum was bare- 
ly sufficient to make-a reconnoisance of the route, and some improvement 
at the more important points. It is now entirely impassable. A descrip- 
tion of the country traversed by this route, and a statement of the work 
performed upon it, will be found in the report of Lieut. Arnold to the: 
War Department, dated January 26, 1855, [Senate Executive Docu- 
ment, vol. 2, 1855-6.] This road, if opened, will afford direct communi- 
cation between Puget Sound and the head of navigation of the Missouri 
river. In the-reconnoisance of this route by Lient. Arnold, the War 
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Department directed ‘the adoption of the Nachess- Pass und emigrant 
road, whenever the location of. tle latter would admit. - -A different roate 
is proposed in the: report of General Haimey. to the- War Department, 
dated September. 15, 1859,—viz: from Seattle, via the Snoqualmie Pass 
and Yakima river, to connect with the Colville and Walla Walla road; 
and the estimated cost forlocation and construction of two Aonde ana 
fifty miles is $100,000. See . a 

By an act of..Congress, approved Feny. 6, "1855, an appropria- 
tion of $30,000 was made for the construction of. a. military road from: 
Fort Vancouver to Fort Steilacoom. During the spring of 1858, this 
road was completed from Steilacoom to the Cowlitz Landing, exhansting 
the appropriation, At the last session, Congress’ appropriated $10,000 
to continue the road from the Cowlitz river to Monticello. Of the pro- 
gress made on the work, I am not advised. There remains the constrac- 
tion of the road from Monticello to Vancouver. It is most important 
that it should be at once commenced, It is the mail route between this 
Territory and Oregon. The mail is now carried by steamers up the Co- 
lumbia from Monticello - to Vanconver, and owing to the freezing of the 
river during the witter months, a delay of from one to two weeks i is of 
frequent occurrance, . Besides, the high rate of freight charged on these. 
steamers, operates greatly to the injury of the farming interests of that. 
section. General Harney, in a dispatch to the Gleneral-in-chief, under date 
of September 15, 1859, in alluding to this road, remarks: “The road of 
greatest importance, is one required from Fort Vanno. to Fort Steila- 
coom on Puget Sound. Our communication witli the Sound is now done 
by sea, there being no road by which troops and supplies. can be transpor- 
ted,” and in his report to the War Department, Lieut. Mendall, the officer 
who was charged with the construction of ‘this road, says: “In a ‘militg- 
ry point.of view, it is of great importance that there should be a good 
road over this route. ‘In case of emergency, requiring a movement ofa 
large body of troops from Oregon to the Sound, with the present facili- 
ties for transportation; long ond vexatious delay would neceesarily occur.” 
The estimated cost of completing this road is $50,000. 


A road from Vancouver to the Dalles is also required. General 


Harney in his report to the War Department, of September 15, 1859, 

recommends the construction of this road, and thinks that $60,000 wout 

be‘snffcient. Its importance can be best stated’in tle words of the Gen- 

eral; ‘‘At present,” he remarks, “this distance is traveled by water, 

there being no practicable road. The-heavy expenses the Government 

has been obliged to pay for’ transportation nevessifutes the constr untion of 
H-3 
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this road, and, as the main artery of travel to and from the interior, this 
road would be a public benefit to the citizens of the country.” 

The engineer officer in charge of the construction of military roads. 
in this Territory; in his report to the War Department, dated October 6,- 
1859, recommends the construction of a road from the Columbia river, 
commencing at or near its mouth, via the head of Paget Sound to Fort 
Toivnsend, “this road being important in the absence of any other ilni 
ronte on the west of Puget Sound.” 


He also urges the completion of the road from Steilacoom to Belling- 
ham Bay. A trail has been opened along the located line of this road 
from Seattle to Whatcom, a distance of about eighty five miles. In allu- 
ding to this road, he states: “Phere is no other road to comnect the mili- 
tary posts, and to open the country to settlenient along the east of Puget 
_ Sound. At the. present time its completion would afford great advan- 

“tages.” For the completion of this road there will be required $50,000. 


In December, 1859, a communication was addressed to the Execn- 
tive of this Territory by several citizens of Chehalis county, residing in 
the vicinity of Gray’s Harbor, expressing their apprehensions of attack 
from the neighboring Indians. In compliance with the request of the 
- Governor, the General then in command, assigned a company of the 4th 
Infantry to duty in that vicinity. This command is farnished with sup- 
plies from Fort Steilacoom, andthe construction of a road between these 
points would save much to the War Department in the expenses of trans- 
portation, and be of great’ convenience to our citizens, 

Your attention is respectfully invited to the subject of the roads thus 
indicated as necessary, and I would recommend the passage of memorials 
to Congress for the appropriations required, 

In concluding this subject, I take the opportunity, i in behalf of our 
citizens, to make public acknowledgment of the services rendered the 
Territory by the gallant General, lately in command of this military de- 
partment. The opening and construction of roads; the establishment of 
military posts, and the effective protection afforded to averland immigra- 
tion, bear testimony to the zeal and solicitnde displayed by Gen, Harney 
for the advancement of the interests of this portion of our conntry. He 
has well earned the high place he holds in the estimation of our citizens. 
While they shall not cease to regret his absence, they know that the 
command could not have devolved upon a braver officer, or one better 
qualified for the position than Colonel Wright. i 

It is believed from reliable information, that an eligible and easy 
route for a wagon road across the Cascade Mountains, may be found to 
the south of Moust Rainer, The pass at this.point is said to be much

lower and more practicable than either the Natchess or Snoqualmie pass- - 
es. I'would suggest that the War Department be memorialized to 
detail an officer of the engineet corpsin this Territory, to make m AN EX- 
ploration of this route. — 

There has-been opencd during the past summer, a road from, Rock: 
land, opposite the Dalles on the Columbia, to Fert Colville,. by way of 
White Bluffs on the Colambix. It crosses the Yakima river at the mouth 
of the Pisco, and strikes the -Columbia about the centre of the Bluffs, 
eighteen miles below Priest’s Rapids. 

The great advantages of such a road, in shortening the distance now 
traveled avonnd the elbow of the Columbia, will be readily seen by a. 
glance at-the map, , - 

Other roada diverging towards the Wenatchee country and Rock 
Creek mines can be made from the terminus on the north side of the Co- 
iumbia, at the Blaffs, 

I am furnished by the Surveyor General with the following informa- 
tion, relative to the progress of the public surveys in this Territory Guring 
the past year:

A portion’of the most valuable Iinds*in the’ valley of the Walla 
Walla, chiefly in the vicinity of Walla Walls City, and New Fort Walla 
Walla, and also four townships of desifable grazing land in the valley of 
the east fork of Clicatat river, extending to -the Columbia -river, within 
eight miles of the town of Dalles, ‘have. been subdivided. The surveys: 
west of the Cascade mountains include the valuable lands formerly claimed 
by the Hudson Bay: Company, some good farming land on the lower Che- 
kalis, and two fractional townships on the eastern shore of the Sound, to 
the north of Seattle. .The estimate of surveys for the nait year inclades 
300 miles meridian and parallel lines, and 4,000 miles of township wark; 
and if the amount of the estimate be appropriated, it is hoped that during 
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- the next season the surveys will be extended over the greater part of the 
conntry now occupied by settlers. 

Congress at its last s¢ssion made an appropriation of $4,500, for es- 
tablishing that paré of the bonudary between Oregon and Washington 
lying upoa the 46° N. Lat., between the Columbia snd. Snake rivers. 
Tha work has been placed in the joint charge of the Surveyors General 
of Oregon and Washington, who have agreed upon a plan of operation, 
and will commence the work in the field as early in the ensusing spring as 
the weather will permit. 


The prompt aud efficient manner in which the duties of the Land 
Olfice at this place are now administered, gives great and deserved satis- 
faction to the people of the Territory. To bring up the Jarge arrears in 
the Register’s office, and to examine, prepare and issue certificates on the 
donation nofifications remaining on file, wonld require the assistance of a 
clerk for two years, as the time of the Register is fully occupied in the 
current business of the office As it appears a special appropriation is 
necessary for this purpose, I would recommend that Congress- be memo- 
rialized to make such-an allowance for clerical services as may enable‘the 
Register and Receiver te dispose of the donation papers at once, 

The following statement of the operations of the Land Office i is “fur- 
nished by the-Register and Receiver:

As no declaratory statements can be filed on unsurveyed lands, the 
whole number of claims held under the pre-emption law cannot be stated. 
No patents have yet been issued on pre-emption claims in this Territory, 
for the reason that the Department has no knowledge of what lands are 
held by donation claimants. 

By the fourth section of the act of 3d March, 1843, it is declared, 
“that when an individual has filed, under the Iste pre-emption law, 
(1841,) his intéation to claim the benefit of said law for one tract. of land, _ 
it shall not be lawful for the same individual, at any future time, to file a 
second declaration for another tract.” 
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Previous to Detember, 1856, this act: was held by‘the department fo 
be applicable to those lands only which had been offered at public sale, 
and thus rendered subject to private entry. On the 3d December, 1856, 
a circular was issued by the General Land Office, stating that the probi- 
bition was held to extend to both classes—of lands anoffered, and such as 
were subject to private entry. The latter construction of this Inw was 
not enforced until the present Register entered upon the duties of the 
office. Many persons were allowed to abandon thér Claims and take 
others, on which they have since made valaable improvements. The Reg- 
ister being instructed, in all such cases, not to issue a certificate unless the 
parties can prove that their first declaratory statement was illegal, the 
claimants cannot acquire a title without a special act of Congress, which 
may perhaps be obtained throngh the action of the Legislature, and I 
would therefore call your attention to the subject.

rifles and 260 muskets have been forwarded to the Walla Walla country; 
40 muskets have also been forwarded to Chehalis county, and s similar 
number to Danginess, to meet a requisition from the County Commission- 
ers of Claim county. 

The quota of arms assigned to this Territory for the year 1860, 
amounts to 157% muskets. 


To meet the incidental expenses of the Quartermaster'’s office for the 
cleaning and repairing of arms, and their transmission without delay to 
the different counties when required, I would recommend that the neces- 
sary appropriation be made to cover the expenses already incurred, as 
well as those for the ensuing year. 

In February last, Governor Gholson received information from the 
Treasury Department that the title to the site selected for the Capitol 
had been approved by the Attorney General of the United States, and 
that a portion of the funds appropriate! for the erection of the.building 
had been forwarded to the Chief Justice of the Territory to be delivered 
to his Excellency, on his executing a bond as Disbursing Agent. The 
act of the Legislatare of January 5, 1858, having declared the Governor 
to be merely the ¢reasurer of the fund, and placed its disbursement entirely 
under the control of Board of Commissioners, Governor Gholson de- 
ferred the exetution of the bund as disbursing agent until he conld obtain 
the instructions of the Department as to the control which he was to 
assume over the disbursement of the fand. Upon the departure of the 
Governor from the Territory i in May last, the duties of the Executive de- 
volved upon me, and entertaining no doubt that, under the provisions of 
the organic act, the moneys appropriated for the public buildings were 
like all others -eatrasted.to that officer for territorial purposes, to be dis- 
bursed by him wader the instructions of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
I executed the proper bond, and adopted meusures for an immediate com- 
mencement of the work, and so advised the department. 


I was notified by letter from the Acting Commissioner that “ he did 
not propose to proceed with the building until after the meeting of the 
next Legislature, uoless such delay would in my opinion’ jusfify the ap- 
pointment óf another‘in his place.” ` By the act of the Législature of Jan. 
5, 1858, itis made “the duty of fhe Commissioners to contract for the 
erection of the building without delay, and I deemed it tobo incumbent 
upon ma, as Acting Governor, to see that the law was executed, and so 
informed the Acting Commissioner. On the 30th of July that gentleman 
pablished a notice inviting proposals for the clearing of the ground se- 
lected, as thé site, fixing the 29 September following asthe day for 
. opening the bids: At the date to which the work was thus postponed, 
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it would be greatly retatded by the-inclentency of the weather.” For this 
reason, therefore, I requested the Commissioner to reduce the time allowed 
for making proposals, and apon his’ declining to do 80. gia another 
in his stead. A 


The title to the site selected for the Penitentiary has er stice also 
approved, and by a letter received from the ‘Department in October last 
I was instructed to cause the sites for’both buildings to'be cleared. A 
portion of this work had beei done before: the receipt of these instructions, 
and it is now completed. By the same letter, I was requésted to i forward , 
a statement of the price of buildiiig materials in the Territory, and was 
informed that plans, specifications, and working, drawings for both buid- 
ings would be prepared at the Bureau of Constraction in Washington. I 
had previously adopted the plan for the Penitentiary agreed upon by the 
Commissioners, and have forwarded it to Washington with a recommen- 
dation that it be approved by the Department. The stone for the foun- 
dation of the Penitentiary has been delivered on the sife, and paid for, and 
both buildings will be commenced immediately, upon receipt of the plans. 


No provision has yet been made by Congress for the extingoishment 
of the Indian title, to the lands oceupied by the Cowlitz, Chehalis, Gray’s 
Harbor, Shoalwater Bay, and , Chinook Indians. These lands-a¥e behig 
fast settled, and some of the tribes have recently exhibited feelings of hós- 
tility to the whites. The same remarks will apply to several tribes on the 
east of the Cascade mountains; and I would ré¢ommend that Congress be 
memorialized to authorize treaty stipulations to be entered into-with thesd 
Indians, for the (ene of their title, and their concentration i upon 
reservations. us 


„_ The apprehended difficultiés between our ` oitizéns and the Nez Perce 
Indians, growing out of the revent discovery of gold i on thé Clear Water, 
are deserving serions attention. A doubt exists:as to the éxactlocation 

- of these mines, the Indian Agent holding that they are within the boun- 

daries of the réservation, While the citizens claim the:right, ander the 

second article of the Treaty, to rùn roads through the regervation, this 
ptivilege is held by the Indian Agent’ to be exclusively vested in the 

Government. . I am without official advices on this subject, but from i in- 

formation derived from most reliable sources, I am satisfied that there is 

` imminent danger of a conflict between the mihers and the Indians, and . 

should this occur, the consequences would be most disastrous.. I would 

respectfully urge that this matter receive immediate attention, and that 
the Department of the Interior be memorialized to. dispatch a Commis- 
sioner to this apne wami ey to define the boundaries of the res- 
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ervation, and acquire the cession of the lands on which the mines are situ- 
ated. 


The possessory rights confirmed to the Hudson Bay Company in this 
Territory by the third article of the Treaty of 1846, became extinct upon 
the expiration of the Company's charter in May, 1859. It has been de- 
cided that these rigkis were merely a license to the Company to-trade, 
and did not convey title to the soil, No decision has yet been rendercdl 
on the claims of the Puget Sound Agricultural Company, but there are 
strong gronnds for the belief that they will be found to have no better 

* foundation than those of the Hudson Bay Company, and that both Com- 
panies are, in fact, but one and the same. From a report made by the 
Surveyor General fo the General Land Office, under date of December 
Sth, 1859, it appears that this Company has no charter, nor does it ex- 
hibit any original donation of title, either from the British Crown or the 
aborigines; and the Surveyor General decides that the Company has 
shown no color of title to the lands claimed, other than occupancy of an 
indefinite portion of them. The claims of the Company are known as. 
the Nisqually and Cowlitz Farms, the former containing one hundred and 
sixty-seven thousand acres, of which abont eighty thousand ere prairie or 
oak openings, and the latter three thousand six hundred acres of highly 
arable land. ‘The bottoms on the Nisqually are very fertile; and the town 
of Steilacoom and the United States Fort Steilacoom are upon the Nis- 
qually claim, There are now about three hundred American settlers 
having farms in steady process of impravement upon the Nisqually claim, 
and it is of great importance therefore that an early decision be rendered 
as to the rights of this Company under the Treaty. f 


The importance of a geological survey of this Territory cannot be to 
highly appreciated, and, although this subject bas already received the 
attention of the Legislature, I would, in view of the great advantages ta 
accrue from the work, urge farther action in the matter. That the Terri- 
tory is rich in minerals is well known, but until a thorough and careful 
examination, is had and the results published, their development mnst nec- 
esssrily be slow and imperfect. By act of Congress of March 3d, 1855, 
an appropriation was made for the completion of the geological explora- 
tions of Dr. John Evans. The examinations hy this gentleman were, 
under his instructions, confined to some ofthe coal regions, and his report 
has not yet been published. I commend this most important subject to - 

“your attention, and suggest that Congress be again asked, to make - an 
appropriation for a geological survey of this Territory. 


I need not inform you, that the frontier settlements on Pozet Sound 
still continue to suffer from the incursions of tlie Northern Indians of the 
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British and Russian Possessions. - ‘These savages have; during the past 
summer, infested the waters in the vicinity of Port Townsend atid Whid- 

by’s Island in formidable numbers, have committed-several murders, and 
` caused mach alarm to the exposed and isolated Settlements in that part 
of the Territory, The murderers have gone  nupunished, and in the pres- > 
ent defenseless condition of oar frontier we cannot hope for any cessation 
of these outrages. ‘The only means by which protection can be afforded, 
is by stationing some war steamers, of small draught and great speed, in 
the Straits of Fuca, on Puget Sound. The Indians can then be followed 
to their lurking places among the islands and driven from ‘our waters. 
The only protection we have on the waters is the steamer Massachusetts, 
of the Quartermaster’s Department, and, although always prompt, she is 
proved to be entirely inadequate to this service. This subject was brought 
to the attention of the Department by General Clarke, the late com- 
mander of the Department of the Pacific, in a report dated September 
14th, 1857, The General remarks: “Against an enemy possessing such 
means of rapid movement and ‘a secure retreat, the army can neither give 
protection to the inhabitants nor can if inflict punishment. I then sag- * 
gest that the defense of the Sound against the enemy belongs of propriety 
to the navy. ‘Their steimers and boats can close the Sound to the excur- 
sionists.’” The occnrences of the past summer should be brought to the 
attention of the Government, and an earnest appeal made for the neces- 
sary protection. 


= 


The Legislature, at its last session, appointed a board of, Commis: 
sioners to select and locate the lands donated by Congress to the Yerri- 
tory for university purposes. One of the Commissioners haying declined 
to act, the vacancy was filled under the authority vested in the Governor 
by the fifth section ot the act of January 20th, 1859. I am informed 
by the President of the board that farther legislation on the subject is 
necessary, and I presume that the difficulties existing in the way of -the 
execution of the law will be brought to the attention of the ae 
by report from the Commissioners. : 


‘ submit a petition to the Legislature from citizens ‘residing in ‘the 
vicinity of the Bitter Root river, and within the present boundaries of 
Spokane county, praying the organization of a new county in that part of 
the Territory, The petitioners state that they are without the means of 
preserving order and carrying the Inv into execution, and I would there- 
fore commend their request to the favorable consideration of the Legisl 
ture, 

In connection with this subject, it is proper that I hovia remind the 
Legislature that all that portion of the Territory lying between the west- 
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ern line of Walla Walls county and the summit of the Cascade moynt- 
ains, and containing about four thousand six hundred and eight square 
miles, is at present without any county organization, 


A revision of the laws, providing for the assessment of county and 
` territorial revenne, would seem to be necessary, with a view if possible to 
render taxation equal and uniform throughout the Territory, and to en- 


force a more prompt and perfect execution of duty on the part of the 
officers engaged in the collection of the revenue, In the majority of the 


counties no tax is levied on lands, and in others, bat partial assessments 
are made, either for county or territorial purposes. 


By the twenty-sixth section of the act of 29th April, 1854, it is 
made the duty of the county treasurer and sheriff to assess and estimate 
the tax on any land, or other property, that may be omitted from the 
regular assessment roll. I am informed that in many instances these offi- 
cers assess the greater portion of the property in a county under this pro- 
yision, and that no account is ever rendered to the Territory of the money 
collected for its use. 


I would recommend that it be made one of the duties of the Prose- 
cuting Attorney to attend to the collection of delinquent taxes. I would 
recommend that the 9th section of the act of January 28th, 1857, creat- 
ing a “court fand,” be so amended as to require the County Treasurers in 
each judicial district to pay over to the clerk of the district court the 
amount set apart for this fond, and that the clerk be- made the treasurer 
of such fund upon his executing a proper bond. It might be well also to 
designate definitely what expenses are to be paid out of this fond, and to 
direct that it be disbursed under the approval of the presiding judge of 
the district. j 

‘An amendment to the law regulating elections is also Tespectfally 
suggested, to insure a more strict compliance with its provisions on the ` 
* subject of the qualifications of voters, the time and mode of correcting 
mistakes in the poll lists, and the disposition and safe keeping of the bal- 
lot box and poll lists at each adjournment of the polls. 


There is no subject in which our citizens feel so deep an interest as 
in the progress of education, and none which merits in a higher degree 
the attention of the Legislature. Our common school system, although 
devised with much care, is, I conceive, susceptible of many improvements, 
and among the most important, I would suggest the passage of a law pro- 
viding for the appointment by the Legislature of a superintendent or com- 
missioner of public instruction, to be charged with the general supervision 
of education thronghout the Territory. The superintendent, if such a > 
law should prevail, should be a man well qualified in every particular for 
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the position, and should be allowed such compensation as will permit him 

to devote his entire time to the duties of his office, I am confident that 

I express the sentiment of our citizens, when I state that there is no ob- 

ject for which they wonld more cheerfully bear taxation than for the thor-- 
ough education of their children. 

By the present law it is made the duty of the County Saperintendens 
to visit the schools of his county annually, and to prepare a statemene 
containing abstracts from the district reports, and such other information 
or suggestions as he may deem important to the cause of education. 
This statement he is required to file in hig office, and if convenient to pub- 
lish in some newspaper of the Territory. I am not aware that these 
statements are ever published, If not, of what practical use can they be 
to the cause of education? 


Tt should be made the duty of the County Superintendents and Dis- 
trict Directors, upon their visits, to hold a public examination -at each 
school, and to repoxt annually to the Territorial Superintendent the re- 
sult of their examinations—the qualifications of the teachers, the profi- 
ciency of the scholars, the methods of teaching, the discipline observed, 
and the condition of the school houses. It should also be their duty to 
answer such interrogatories, on the subject of education in the several 
counties and districts, as might be propounded by the Territorial Superin- 
-tendent, and to report to him a statement of all moneys levied, col- 
lected, and paid for educational purposes. 


Among the other duties of the Territorial Superintendent he should 
be requirdd to prepare and transmit a report annually to the Governor, 
to he by him submitted to the Legislative Assembly. This report should 
contain abstracts from those of the county superintendents and directors; 
a statement of the collections and expenditares for school purposes, with 
all such matters relating to his office, and the subject of education gen 
erally, as he may deem of importance. By the publication of this report 
the people would be advised of the progress and prospects of common 
school education, and their attention called to any defects in the system. 
Greater care is required in the selection of teachers, ` Under the present 
law it is made the duty of the County Superintendents to give plic no- 
tice of the time appointed for the examination of candidates for the posi- 
tion of teachers, bat there is no provision that the examination itself shall 
be public. By requiring this examination to be public, and inviting citi- 
zens to attend, it would insure a more thorough discharge of duty on the 
. part of the examiners; incompetency could not fail to be detected, and the 
community would have an opportunity to judge of the qualifications of the 
candidates, . a tf,

T.would also call your attention to the necessity, for the introduction 
inte all our schools of a uniform system, of text books. 

T cannot forbear to notice the ruinous effects of the extravagant rates 
of interest exacted for the loan of money, on credits, and the extension of 
time for the payment of debts. I think the time has arrived when the 
hest interests of the Territory demand some legislation upon this subject, 
and ag the most effectual remedy for the evil I would urge the passage of 
2 Usary Law. Such a law, if rigorously enforced, would be most benefi- 
cial in its results, 

Under the provisions of the act of April 28, 1854, the expenses of 
conyiets sentenced to the penitentiary are to be borne by the Territory. 
The Territory being, as yot, without a penitentiary, convicts are confined 
in the county jails, ‘oud the burthen of their expenses is for the time being 
thrown upon the sheriffs of the diferent counties, as the territorial auditor 
can only certify an ualiquidated account for such expenses to the Legisla- 
tive Assembly, a special eppropriation being required-for their payment, 
Some provision should be made by which the accounts ‘of the sheriffs may 
be audited, and paid at stated periods, without subjecting them to the 
delay arising from the necessity for a special appropriation in each case. 

The same law provides that convicts shall he sentenoed to Aard labar, 
Tn the absence of 2, penitentiary all such sentences are inoperative, and- 
useless, bat yet the law might be rendered in some way effective, and I 
would commend the subject to your attention, : 

In September last three convicts sentenced to the penitentiary, o one 
from Kitsap county, and the others from Thurston, were, by my instrac- 
tions, transferred to tha custody of the sheriff of Pierce county. I would 
ask that the proper legislation be had to reimburse that oficer for his 
expenses in the safe keeping of these convicts. Copies of the correspond- 
ence on the subject, showing the causes for the transfer, are herewith com- 
municated, 


In connection with this subject, I would strongly urge that the Gov- 
ernor be anthorizec, under the proper restrictions, to offer rewards for the 
arrest of prisoners eseeving from confinement, Escapes are frequent; and, 
that the ends sf justices may not be defeated, the Executive shonld be in- 
vested with the newer to eseura the arrest and return of the fugitives. 

By the acts erecting the offices of Territorial Auditor, Treasurer, 
aud Librarian, it i mzde tha daty of these officers to report. to the Legis- 
lative Assembly, at each session, the operations and condition of their re- 
spective departments. I would recommend that the law be so amended. 
as to require these reports to be made to the Governor in time to be com- ` 
manicated by him to the Legislature, with his annual message. By

affording the Governor an opportunity for their examination, he would be 
able to call attention to suth subjects as night be deemed proper for we 
action of the Legislature. - . 

I would also suggest an amendment to-the acts relative to the print- 
ing and distribution of the lawsand journals, by which a larger nomber of 
the former may be furnished the several counties, By reducing the nam- 
ber of the journals, this could be done without increasing the cost of the 
public printing. 

The joint commission for marking the boundary between this Terri- 
tory and the British Possessions is still in existence, but I am not inform- 
ed of the progress made in the work during the past year. Frown a re- 
port of the United States Commissioner, dated December 31, 1859, ‘it 
appears that at that date the sirvey had beet carried eastward as far as 
the Columbia river, and that it would be extended during the pist seasob 
to the Rocky Mountains. Upon the question of title to the Island of San. 
Juan, Iam not advised that-any definitive action has yet been hud. No 
doubt, however, is entertained by the Government of the United States as 


to the validity of our title; and the measures adopted to prevent any con- 
flicts on the disputed grounds penting the negotiations between the two 


Governments, have ‘tet the cordial co-operation of ‘the citizens of this 
‘Territory. 

It may not be inappropriate in this place, to call the attention of the 
Legislature, and through it that of the general government, to the urgent 
necessity for the appointmenteof a United States Consul or Commercial 
Agent for Vancouver's Island and British Columbia, A large number of 
American citizens are engaged in mercantile pursuits in Victoria, also at 
Fort Hope, and other towns on Fraser river, and the mining population 
in the latter vicinity, and at Rock creek, is largely American. The inter- 
ests of ony countrymen resident at these places, as well as of those visit- 
ing the British Possessions for purposes of trade and commerce, require 
the presence there of a representative of our government. ' 

For the protection of the public revenue it is necessary that an oficer 
of the customs be stationed at some point on the boundary line, near Fort. 
Colville, and I suggest this subject as one proper to be brought to the at- 
tention of the government. — 

The establishment of the overland mail service from Sacramento, 
California, to Olympia, is a most important measure for the welfare of onr 
Territory. Provision should now be made for an increased mail service 
on Puget Sound, ‘Phe service is now weekly from Olympia to the differ- 
ent ports:on the Sound, and the great commercial interests of this part of 
the Territory require that it should be made at least eee I would 
’ suggest this as. subject of memorial to Congress. ` 
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It is to be regretted that the bill passed by the Senate of the United 
States at the last session of Congress, appropriating $3,400,000 to de- 
fray the expenses incurred by the citizens of this Territory and Oregon in 
the late disastrous Indian war, feiled to become s law, It is true, the 
amount appropriated falls far short of that fonnd due by the Commission 
appointed onder the act of Congress of August 18, 1856, and that the 
provisions of the bill limiting payment to the persons who actually per- 
formed service, or from whom purchases were made, would have worked 
mach injustice and delay to parties, who had in good faith purchased the 
scrip, The commission appointed under the act of 1856, was composed 
of gentlemen, who, from their long residence on this coast, were familiar 
with the resources of the Territory and the prices ruling at the date of 
_ thewar. In communicating their report to Congress, the Secretary of 
War, states: “I kaye examined this report very carefully, and conclode 
that from the data they have adopted for their guide, as to the prices for 
stores and sabsistance, and time of service of the men, it is not probable 
a more just or accurate resolt could be obtained, than these gentlemen 
‘eave arrived at, The amount ascertained to be due is a very large one, 
and Congress will have to make provision for its payment, if it is intended 
they shall be liquidated, of which, I presume there can be no doubt.” 

The amount actually due to each individual for services and supplies, 
could only be ascertained by dispatching a commission to the seat of hos- 
tilities. This was done. The commission haye made their award, and it 
has been approved by the Department familiar with such subjects. Jus- 
tice demands the immediate liquidation of the debt to the fall amount 
found due by the commission, 

In conclasion, I would respectfally suggest that, as the present session 
of Congress will terminate on the 4th of March next, such matters as 
may require the action of oar Delegate should receive the early attention 

of the Legislature. `

Sr :—For the information of the House, I have the honor to com- 
municate the following extract from the instructions of the First Comp- 
trollor of the Treasury, on the subject of the allowance of postage to 
members during the session of the Legislature: 

“ The reasonable postage bills of the members should be paid, and 
no more. For instance, one member should not have too great a propor- 
tion of postage above another member, and each member should, as a 
matter of right, pay his own postage on business and letters that would 
be classed as private. This privilege extended to the Territories for the 
purpose of sending laws to constituents; and letters on public business 
shoald not be used to a great extent, and never except upon the princi- 
ples referred to.” `

REPORT OF ACTING CAPITOL COMMISSIONER. 


To the Honorable 
House of Representatives of Washington Territory: 


Ix complionce with a resolution of your honorable body, adopted on - 
the 12th inst., I hosten to present my annuel report. 

By 2 majority vote of both branches of the Legislature of this Ter- 
Titory, on the 25th day of January of the present year, I wes elected one 
of the capitol commissioners, under the act of January Sth, 1858. My 
colleagues, Capt. B. S. Fowler and Patrick A’Hera, Esq, designated me 
as acting commissioner; and accordingly, I qualified legally for that posi- 
tion, and entered upon the discharge of my official duties. 

A short time prior to my election, the lower brauch of the Legisla- 
ture, by s large majority, had passed c bill providing for the removal of 
the capital of the Territory from Olympia to Vancouver, and tho bill vas 
lost in the Council by only onc vote. This was deemed a pretty decided 
expression of the popular will, which could be moro folly exprecscd and 
ascertained at the next succeeding clection. Hence the joint convention 
elected commissioners who were known to be opposed to the immedicte 
erection of the new capitol building, preferring to await the expression of 
popular sentiment more clearly mede in regard to its permanent location. 

Under these circumstances, I felt it my duty to postpone active ope- 
rations until a succeeding legislature, coming up fresh from the people, 
should settle the capital location question and direct the expenditure of the 
appropriation. This course of policy was arrested by acting Governor 
MeGill, who, under date of July 3d, notified me by letter that the money 
appropristed by Congress wes in his possession and available for the cree 
tion of the capitol, and he further suggested that proposals might thea ba 
issued and the buildieg proceed, To this I responded, setting forth the 
eircamstauces under which I was elected, and the issue then pending be- 
fore the Legislature. Under date of 23d of July, the acting Governor 
wrote me that he would not germét any unnecessary delay in the commence- 
ment or progress of the erection of the espitol. In response to this, to- 
gether with other threatening language contained in the same letter, I re- 
plied by promising to proceed with the work 2s rapidly os a due regerd 
to the public interest would permit. Accordingly, on the 30th of July, I 
advertised for proposals for clearing the capital grounds, and for plans for 
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the building—giving two month’s notice. This time was considered. too 
long by the ceting Governor, and he directed me to reduce it to two 
weeks, which I declined to do. Soon theredfter, I receiveđ'a letter from 
the acting Governor, ia which he said: “I have to respectfally notify 
you that I consider your office vacant from and after this date, and will 
immediately appoint some suitable person in your stead.” Soon after the 
termination of this correspondence, I noticed on advertisement. in the 
newspapers of the Territory, over the signature of R. M. Walker, Esq., 
as acting capitol commissioner, proposing to let the clearing of the capitol 
grounds, aud also a notice to architects for plans and specifications for the 
building, The contract for clearing the grounds was awarded by said 
Walker, and the successful bidders proceeded with their contrect. After 
consultation with the best counsel within reach, I sued ont an information 
from the district court of-tho proper district, in the nature of a writ.of 
quo warranto, against R. M. Walker, which come on to be heard at 
the March term of the court; and at the same time applied for an in- , 
junction to restrain Mr. Walker from farther exercising the rights, privi- 
leges and franchises of the office of acting capitol commissioner. It was 
well understood, by oll parties, that the decision upon the application for 
an injunction would virtually settle the whole question. After the argu- 
ment of this intermediate question, the chief justice refused the injunction, 
and left Mr. Walker in the full enjoyment of the position. [See appen- 
dix “A.”] 

It is hardly necessary, and it may be improper for me to animadvert 
upon the causes which operated upon the mind of acting Governor Me- 
Gill, and justified his determination to force the erection of the capitol in 
such hot haste and against the known wishes of the lest legislature,— 
Neither would it be proper perhaps to review the action of the court in 
refusing the injunction, and thus, so far as it could, legalizing the high- 
handed and unauthorized action of the acting Governor in removing o 
commissioner and appointing another. Still the one act seems to be en- 
tirely withont the authority of law, and the other o manifest departure 
from all legal precedent; and both harmonize together as happily as if 
these high public functionaries had understood each other from the begin- 

ning upon this matter, and had carefully prepared the programme of ope- 
rations. 


The law creating the office of capitol commissioner confers upon the 
executive of this Territory no powers of removal. It is only when s va- 
cancy exists in the board that he can exercise any power in the premises, 
and then only until the next session of the Legislature. The office exists 
only by legislative creation, no act of Congress having provided for such 
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position. ` Jf it be argued that the Legislature have no power to create 
oiicers to control the expenditure of a Congressional appropriation, the 
difficulty is not obviated, for then the executive is found in the awkward 
position of reeegnizing the legislative provision in part, and ignoring it in 
part. He has ignored the lew ia removing = commissioner, and acknowl- 
edged the existence and authority of the law creating the office by ap- 
pointing another. It would seem that the court Si by its decision, has 
placed itself in the some awkward position. 

Phe foregoing statement of facts, together with the sabjoindd cor- 
respondence, embracing all that transpired by letter on the subject, is re- 
spectiaily submitted to your honorable body. 

F can only add, that the actiou of the executive and the curt upon 
this matter, conclusively demonstrates the importance of the doctrine of 
popular sovereignty, and its salutary elect in the territories when univer- 
sally disseminated and acted upon. The tending of irresponsible appoint- 
ments is to encroachment upon the rights of the people, and a total disre- 
gard of the popular will. $ 

It is proper for me to state that all my acts as acting commissioner 
were approved by my colleagues, Messrs, Fowler and A’Hern. 

It now remains for the legislature to take such action in the premises 
as their judgment and superior wisdom shall dictate.

This ease comes before the court ou application of the relator for an 
injunction or restraining order on the respondent, B. M. Walker, under 
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the following circumstances: Service of process in the case of informo- 
tion not haviug been had in time for hearing at the present term of the 
court, the relator asks that respondent be enjoined from exercising the 
duties and receiving the emoluments of Capitol Commissioner, until the 
rights of the relator thereto be determined on the hearing of the informas 
tion at March term, 1861, of this conrt. 


The facts of the case are as follows:—The relator, with E. H. Fow- 
ler and Patrick A’Hern, were, by the Legislative Assembly of the Terri- 
tory of Washington, at the session for 1859 and ’60, elected Capitol Com- 
missioners, under the provisions of an act of the said Legislative Assem- 
bly passed at the session for 1857 and 58. The said relator, by a majori- 
ty of the said commissioners, was elected Acting Commissioner, executed 
his bond, and entered upon the discharge of the duties of bis Office. Con- 
gress, by an act passed ———, appropriated the sum of $30,000 
for the erection of a temporary Capitol for the Territory of Washington; 
which said moneys, or a part thereof, were remitted by the ‘Treasury De- 
partment of the United States to the Chief Justice of this Territory, 
with instructions to deliver the same to the Governor of the said Territory 
on his executing o boud in certain specific terms, with approved sureties. 
Henry M. McGill, the Acting Governor of said Territory, executed the 
bond in conformity with the said instructions, and, on its delivery, received 
the funds. 


On the 13th day of August, 1860, Acting Governor McGill removed 
the relator from the office of Acting Commissioner, and appointed to fill 
the place, R, M. Walker, the respondent, who executed his bond and en- 
tered upon the discharge of the duties of the office. 

The single issue presented for the consideration of the court ‘is, the 
propriety and necessity for granting an injunction, In the discussion, 
however, of this case, the counsel have taken a wide latitude, and the 
merits of the question, as they would be presented on an issue formed on 
the information, have been thoroughly examined, 

While much that would be pertinent, if we were trying the rights of 
the relator to the office of Acting Commissioner, have been urged, we do 
not think they necessarily enter into consideration in the present case. 


The rights of the relator to the office is not now before the court for 
trial, and in passing on the present application, it is the desire of the 
court to so dispose of the present issue as not to prejudice the rights of 
the relator when they come to be considered on the final hearing of this 
case. d 

It appears that the respondent has entered- into contzacts, and is 
actively engaged in efforts conuected with the erection of the Capitol 
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building; that he is acting under the immediate direction of the Acting 
Governor, who, it is claimed, is the disbursing officer of the Capitol fund, 
under the control and dircetion of the Seeretary of the Treasury of the 
United States. It thus appears that other interests than those of the 
contestants arc involved in the issue presented, and it is the duty of the 
-court to consider all of the interests involved, where it dees not materially 
affect adversely the interests of the relator. 

We cannot entertain as correct the views of the counsel of relator in 
supposing the Treasury Department in error, in treating the disbursing 
agent of the Capitol fund as an agent of the Government, and requiring 
that the same should be disbursed ander the instructions of that Depart- 
ment, Itis, so fur as our knowledge extends, in harmony with the prac- 
tice of the Government, to control the disbursements of appropriations 

made by Congress for the various governmental purposes. Without, this 
restraint the Treasury Department of the Government would be power- 
Tess to assert its rights and protect the public interests. For this purpose, 
ond to secare the Government against the mal-practice of its agentsin the 
monogement of the public fonds, the act commonly known as the sub- 
treasury act was passed, under which it has been held that a clerk in a 
post office, acting as cashier, is a public officer within the provisions of this 
oct. In all cases where appropriations are made by Congress, if no one 
be assigned, specifically, by the terms of the act to disburse the funds so 
appropriated, then the disbursements would necessarily be made by the 
‘Treasury Department or its agents. In the case under consideration, we 
are satisfied ihe Treasury Department of the United States was correct 
in their interpretation of the Organic Act, in assigning to the Governor 
of the Territory the duty of disbursing the Capitol funds. 


In this view of the case, a very grave difficulty presents itself in the 
way of granting a provisional injunction. While it would not determine 
the rights of the relator under the information, it might materially affect 
the public interests by delaying the completion of the public buildings, and 
interfere with contracts already entered into. 

In-this we do not mean to intimate that the relator, if reinstated in 
the office of Acting Commissioner, would not proceed promptly in the dis- 
charge of his duties; but it will be nuderstood that under this application 
for a provisioual injanction, this court has no power to reinstate the rela- 
tor. The utmost that we could do wonld be to enjoin the respondent from 
discharging any of the duties of Acting Commissioher until such time as 
the rights of the relator could be determined on the bearing of the infor- 
mation, which would not be before March, 1861. 

This being the case, the Government might be very materially cm- 
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bavrassed in the disbursement of the funds, in accordance with the law of 
Congress and the instructions of the Treasury Department. If this case 
involved no interests other than those of the relator and respondent, i¢ 
would be free from embarrassment. Public interests ave involved, and 
while it is not necessary that we should say they are of permanent cone 
sideration, yet if upon a final hearing of this case, the judgment of the 
court should be in favor of the rights of the relator, and those sights con 
be protected without the interposition of this provisional remedy, then it 
‘becomes the duty of the court in the exercise of its discretion, to so act 
"in the premises‘as that the rights of all may be amply protected, 

We do not believe that it is necessary in this case for the protection 
of the rights of the relator as they may be found fo exist on:the final 
hearing of this case, that this court should grant on. injunction. Courts 
will not, except ander very pecaliar-cireomstances, suspend the progress 
of a public work by granting an injunction before the coming ni of the an- 
swer. [Elnslie, Delaware and Schuylkill Canal Company, 4th Wharton 
Reports, 424.] 

We have therefore concluded to overrule the application for an in- 
junction, and the came is done without prejudice to the rights of the re- 
lator,

Dear Sm:—Your note of this date, was handed to me by Mr. Lip- 
sit. In response, I have to say that, in his letter of the 3d ult., the 
Comptroller, speaking of the “bond” by yourself alluded to, says it is to be 
executed by you (myself) as the disbursing agent of the fund appropri- 
ated, &e. - , 

But by an act of the Territorial Legislature, passed January 5th, 
1858, the “Governor is declared to be the treasurer (only) of this fund. 
_ This act also provides commissioners, whom it is quite clear the Legisla- 
ture intended should “disburse. it” (instead of the Executive) at this 
place. s 

It is, however, notorious, that the present commissioners were elected 
with a view to, and for the avowed purpose of preventing the expenditure 
of any portion of the funds at this place, (Olympia,) and hence, as no 
one believes they will let out the work at all, gentlemen, whose opinions 
are certainly entitled to respect, regard the act of the Legislature as an 
unauthorized assumption of power over the subject, insist that it is my 
duty to disregard the action, and myself proceed immediately with the 
erection of the Capitol. 
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In this state of affairs, the only safe course is to lay the whole mat- 
ter before the department, which I shall do by the next steamer, and ask 
its specific instructions in the premises, : 

Averse, as you are aware that I am, to involving myself or others in

In January, 1858, the Legislature of this Territory passed a law, in 
which they say-“the Governor of this Territory is hereby declared to be 
the treasnrer of this fund,” (the fund for the erection of the Capitol.) 
This act also “appointed commissioners to superintend the erection of the 
Capitol at Olympia,” “and contract for the erection of said building with- | 
out delay,” “one of their namber shall be Acting Commissioner.” “The 
Acting Commissioner shall annuall report to the Legislature a true ac- 
count of moneys received and paid ont by him, and all his disbursements 
shall be substantiated by proper vouchers,” &c. The appointment of each 
of said commissioners shall continue for óne year, or until his successor 
shall be duly elected and qualified. Thus it will be seen, the Legislature 
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have taken the “disbursement” of this fund out of the hands of the Execu- 
tive. This being so, is it proper that I should give bond for its faithful 
disbursement? In 1859, the same commissioners were elected, but never 
took any steps towards the erection of the Capitol. At the session just 
closed, after, by a vote of two to one, passing a bill for the removal of the 
Capitol from this place through the House, which failed in the Council by 
one vote only, (four for, five against removal,) the Legislature proceeded 
to elect other commissioners (known to be ardently opposed to a continn- 
ance of the Capitol here) for the avowed purpose of preventing the expen- 
diture of any portion of the appropriation at this place until after the 
meeting of the next Legislature, when they expect to effect the removal. 
On yesterday, I learned from the new acing commissioner himself, that 
they would not take any steps to build here. Thus you will at once see 
that no injury can result from dely, nor any benefit to the public here 
from an immediate execution of the bond. If, however, contrary to all 
expectation, and their own declarations, the present commissioners should 
proceed to let out the building, and thus create a call for actual “ dis- 
barsement” before your response hereto can be received, rather than the 
work shall, for that reason be delayed, though most unwillingly, I shall, 
in due time, execute the bond. 

But in addition to a desire to avoid the responsibility of safe keeping 
these funds, perhaps for years, comes the still more important considera- 
that I must return for my family next fall. If once I accept this trast, I 
know not how te rid myself of it so as to relieve myself of responsibility 
on my bond when I shall thus temporarily leave the Territory. Upon 
this point especially, I desire advise. Cannot another be substituted in 
my stead in the first instance? Or would it not be more safe to the gov- 
ernment to order the draft returned until the proper steps shall have been 
taken to insure an expenditure? Or shall I go ahead with the work? 
Upon the foregoing state of affairs, I trust the ‘Dostponcient will not bg 


regarded as contumaceons. 
Harnestly soliciting specific answers, iay and fall instructions on all 


the points herein presented,

The public buildings in the Territory of Oregon were erected under 
the superintendence of commissioners elected by the Legislature, the Gov- 
ernor acting as the treasurer of the fund which he paid out upon dupli- 
cate orders from the commissioners. 

The acting commissioners have executed a bond to the United States 
in the sum of twenty thousand dollars, and these bonds have been ap- 
proved by the Executive.

Your letter of the Tth ultimo, containing a bond executed by you as 
Acting Governor, on account of the disbursement of the funds appropria- 
ted for the erection of the pabli¢ buildings in your Territory, came duly 
to hand. 
Advice was communicated to this office as early as the 26th of March 
last, by the Department of State, that leave of absence had been granted

to Gov. Gholson, of your Territory, for the period of six months. Not 
knowing exactly when the Governor would avail himself of the permission 
given, and his letter of the 23d of February, referred to by you, stating 
that there was a very considerable contention in the Territory respecting 
the location of the seat of government, it was deemed advisable, in view 
of the importance of the subject, to suspend definitive action until the 
Governor should reach the States, when he would be consulted. 

Upon the reception of your letter, however, the matter was again 
taken up, and, that it might be treated understandingly, the office has 
availed itself of the best advice it could obtain. 

Your bond has been approved by the Hon. Secretary of the Treasu- 
ry, and placed on file in this office. Althongh this acceptance authorizes 
you to make the proceeds of the drafts covering the remittance made on 
account of both the Capitol and the Penitentiary available, there is no 
immediate necessity thaf would require it to be done, except to a very 
limited extent. This extent is the following, and only so much as you are 
authorized to incur without further instructions from the Department, to- 
wit: ‘The expense necessary to clear the sites selected for the buildings, 
of trees, and other obstructions, preparatory to commencing the work. 
You will, therefore, make no payments to the commissioners as mentioned 
by yon. 

i There is a bureau in this Department, called the “Bureau of Con- 
struction,” the province of which is to furnish plans, specifications, and 
working drawings, for all works of the character in question, authorized 
to be crected at the expense of the United States. Looking to economy 
end prudence, it is deemed proper to require that the whole matter be 
brought in this respect, under its supervision. 

You will, therefore, be pleased to procure a photographic, (if possible 
` stenograpbic) view of the sites, and their surroundings, with a topograph- 
ical survey or plat of the sites, and the lots zezé adjacent; also, furnish a 
statement of the nature, kind, quality, and cost of the different kinds of 
building stone in the immediate vicinity; also, the nature and extent of the 
accommodations required in each building; and, finally, to cause, as far ‘as 
it is possible to be done, the blanks in the circular inclosed herewith, to 
be filled with the prices ruling at the place where the works are to be lo- 
cated. Yon will make these returns through this office. 

The facilities possessed by the Department in this respect, make it, 
considering the benefit accruing to the Territory from the work, every way 
desirable, that the course indicated should be pursued.

In your letter of the 22d August last, you request a statement of the 
nature, kind, quality, and cost of building stone in the immediate vicinity 
of Capitol and Penitentiary sites; also, the nature and extent of the ac- 
commodations required in each building. 
I have now the honor to furnish, as far as possible, the desired infor- 
mation. 


The Penitentiary is located at Vancouver, on the Columbia river. 
Good building stone can be procured in the vicinity, but as to.the nature, 
‘cost, &c., I have not beén able to obtain correct information jn time to 
reply by this mail—with this exception, the answers to the inquires con- 
tained in the accompanying circular will apply to both buildings. 

There is no building stone in the immediate vicinity of the Capitol 
site. It is procored at Bellingham Bay, a distance of 100 miles. It is 
known as sand stone grit, consisting of different layers from six to twelve 
inches in thickness. The layers very from soft, to stone as hard as granite. 
The stone can be obtained of any size for sills, lintels, and steps. It is of 
good quality for building, apd is delivered on board at the quarry for $4 
per cubic yard. 


a 


The light hause at New Danginess is built of this stone. The dis- 
tance of the quarry from that place is sixty miles, and the cost of the 
stone was $7 50 per cubic yard, measured in the wall. The additional 
cost for bringing it to Olympia would be $2 50, making it $10 delivered 
on the wharf here. The cost of hauling to the capitol would be $2 per 
cubic yard, making the price $12. ` 

As stated in my letter of the 8th inst., the commissioners elected to 
superintend the erection of the Penitentiary, have adopted a plan for that 
building, which I now an herewith, showing the accommodations rè- 
quired. $ . 
I would recommend that the apni be two stories high, and contain 
halls for the House of Representatives and Council, with two committee 
rooms for each Hall, and rooms for the presiding officers, and sergeant-at- 
arms of each House. A room for the Territorial Library. Offices for 
the Governor and. Secretary, and for the Surveyor General, U.S. Mar- 
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shal, District Attorney, Register and Receiver, with the necessary out- 
offices. 

Shouid it be thought more advisable, the present capitol might, at 
2 small outlay, be so altered as to accommodate the federal officers, but 
in‘my opinion, it would be better to dispose of it to the Territory for the 
purposes of 2 District Court, and Territorial offices. l 

I forward herewith a topographical survey òf the capitol site. 

I have not yet obtained that of the penitentiary. There is no pbo- 
tographist in this place, but I hope to obtain the desired views of the 
capitol and penitentiary in time to forward by the next mail. 

I inclose the bill for the survey of the capitol site, and ask its ap- 
proval. The blanks in the accompanying circular have been filled up as 
for asit is possible,

GENTLEMEN S- 


In obedience to the provisions of law, I beg leave to submit the fol- 
lowing report: 


On the 10th day of April, 1860, I received a communication from 
Gov. R. D, Gholson, informing the board of commissioners that $10,000 
of the appropriation for the Penitentiary had been forwarded. 

‘On the 6th day of May, 1860, I made out my bonds, had them 
signed and forwarded to the Governor for approval. 

On the 26th day of June, 1860, 1 received a letter from Acting 
Governor McGill, informing me of the receipt and approval of my bonds. 

On the 28th day of Jane, 1860, the contract for clearing and grub- 
bing two and one half acres of the Penitentiary ground was let by the 
Board of Penitentiary commissioners, to C. H. Woodard, for the sum of 
$498, and at its completion, a draft was drawn on the Treasurer of the 
fond for the amount. 

On the 8th day of July, 1860, the board of commissioners employed 
Thomas O. Walter.to draft a plan and make the specifications for a Pen- 
itentiary of sufficient capacity to secure 100 convicts, for the sum of 250 
dollars, and on completion, a draft was drawn on the Treasurer for the 
amount. 

On the 28th day of September, 1860, the contract . for 500 perch, 
or more, of rough stone, to be delivered on the Penitentiary site, was let 
by the board of commissioners to Sumner Barker, at $3 36 per perch,

CAPTAIN: 


T have the honor to EE the receipt of your letter, dated 
“ Head Quarters, Department of Oregon, Fort Vancouver, W. T., De- 
cember 12,” and received December 20th, 1860, in relation to a petition 
signed by the citizens of Gray’s Harbor and the Chehalis river, asking 
for a stronger force of troops, and that outrages had been committed by 
the Indians, and citizens driven from their claims. . 

In reply, I would state that a eronaye force is not required at the 
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present time, unless something ocenrs hereafter which can not be foreseen, 
and whenever any more troops are Pennie, Ishall advise the iid a 
ment. 


In respect to citizens having been driven from their aitis and dep 
redations being committed by the Indians, I know of no instance. There 
was one man of the'name of Pain, who went on their reservation to put 
up a honse, and two men who wanted to haul a seine for salmon, on which 
they: warned them off, and I consider, the Indians done very right by so . 
doing, for no white man has any right to trespass on the ground that was 
Taid off for them by Mr. Simmons, the Indian Agent. This reservation 
. ig called Point Granville, twenty-eight miles from Gray’s Harbor, and 
north up the coast, which is to be extended for them this spring. There ` 
is an Indian Agent of the name of Captain Winsor,,appointed over them. 
He-will be able to attend to all difficulties, and keep the white men away 
from them. ‘They are to have ‘houses built, a farmer, blacksmith, &c., 
the coming spring. I have always found them peaceable Indians since 
my arrival, and never have known any of them to have made any threats 
towards the white man.
